At the University hospital, where Macdon- 
ald lay unconscious on the operating table 
late at night, his wife, hie parents, and 
bers of the Cubs team were told that the 
writer's skull had been fractured, that he 


| had. sustained concussion of the brain and— 


internal injuries. Little hope for recovery 
was held forth, 

The accident resulted from a friendly meet- 
ing of newspaper men and ball players out- 
side of the west side baseball park after the 
Brookliyn-Chicago game had been called.off. 
Frank Chance and Evers were present with 
their automobiles. They invited some of the 
people present to ride with them. Evers’ car 
was @ new machine of the touring type which 
had been in use for about a month. 

“Johnny” Evers 7 ‘ives. 

James Sheckard and A. F.. Hofman ac- 
cepted Chance’s invitation and got away 
first in Chance’s car. Evers’ car was de- 
layed until gasoline had been secured from a 
garage at Congress and Lincolnstreets. The 
Evers brothers and a negro. boy, who usually 
acts as mechanician, took sedts in the car, 
“Johnny " Evers driving. Macdonald sat 
in the left side of the rear seat. It was in- 
tended to go first to Mr. Macdonald's resi- 
dence at 5849 Cedar evenue and then to Mr. 
Evers’ residence et 308 North Kedzie avenue. 

As the machine, north bound, was crossing 
the street. car tracks at Van Buren and 
Lincoln streets a swiftly moving Van Buren 
street car, in charge of Motorman Joseph 
Hulan and Conductor George Clickman, 
struck it fairly in the center. The car was 
hurled severel feet and skidded, but failed to 
turn over. 

It is believed’ that Macdonala saw the 
danger and attempted to escape it by jump- 
ing. Whes|the street car stopped it was 
found that he was wedged between the top of 


the car fender and the: bettom-ef the car se” 


tightly that the efforts of three men were 
required to disiodge’ him. The other oocu- 
pants of the car sustained ‘only scratches 
and bruises. “Johnny” Evers was wedged‘ 
between the steering gear of the machine and 
the seats. His hands were scratched. 


Carry Him to Hospital. 

H. R. Hughes, a florist, notified the Lake 
street police by telephone. A quickly gathered 
crowd of about 1,000 persons furnished volun- 
teers to take the injured man to the Uni- 
versity hospital a short distahce away, be- 
fore the police arrived. At the hospital an 
XA ray, examination was resorted to to deter- 
mine the condition of Macddnald’s skull, 
and the discouraging statements about his 
condition were given out. 

Later at night the physicians at the hospital 
performed an operation on Macdonald. 
Small parts of the skull were removed and 
several small arteries that had been severed 
by the fail/ were sewed together. Following 
this, the physicians announced that if the 
patient hag not suffered a large loss of blood 
he has a chance to recover. 


Known as a Sprinter. 

Mr. Macdonald is 31 years old, married. 
and has a boy about 5 years of age. Mr. Mac- 
donald was graduated from Northwestefn 
university im 1908 and is a member of the Phi 
Kappa Psi fraternity. He was known in 
college as a sprinter. 

Evers told the police that he was running 
the car at a slow speed in Lincoln street. 
As the street car stopped, he thought he was 
given the right of way and started across. 
His machine was badly damaged. 

After questioning the car men, the police 
made no arrests on the theory that the acci- 
dent was the result of a misunderstanding 
and that nobody was to blame. 

During the baseball season the motormen 
of the Van Buren street line have orders to 
stop at the “ near ” side of the crogs streets 
near the ball park. The streets frequently 
are filled with pedestrians and automobiles. 
The street car company thought thet stop- 
ping at the ‘ near’ side of street crossings 
would tend to minimize accidents, 

Evers will be able to play ball today. 


Automobile Runs Down Car. 

Neoma Hubbard, an 8 year old girl living 
at 8617 Vincennes avenue, was run down and 
rendered unconscious by an automobile early 
last evening while crossing the street at 
Ellis avenue and Thirty-seventh street.

Courts to Support Busse. 
AGREE BOUT IS DESECRATION 


Indorse Mayor’s Battle Against Match 
on Memorial Day. 


If the Empire Athletic club should by any 
chance beat Mayor Busse in the court fight 
over a permit for the Gotch-Zbyssko wrest- 
ling match on the afternoon of Decoration 
day, it probably will face tnjunction pro- 
ceedings in behalf of the Grand Army of the 
Republic. 

Following a redeine meeting of the Grand 
Army Hall and Memorial association held 
at the public library building yesterday, at 
which resohitions praising the meyor for 
his stand were passed; Charles A- Partridge, 
assistant adjutant general and eesistant 
quartermaster general of the department of 
Illinois, announced that individually be will 
take up the case with lawyers. 

“You may say for me that if by amy man- 
damus proceedings the club secures & per- 
mit to desecrate the sacredness of the day 
by a wrestling match, I shall do what 
I can to secure -an injunction to restrain 
them from holding the match,” seid Gen. 
Partridge. “' To hold a wrestling match on 
Memorial day is an outrage upon the sensi- 
bilities of the patriotic people of the United 
States who have set aside May 90 for the pur- 
pose of reverencing heroes of the republic. I 
shall take up the matter with lawyers who 
are veterans and see if we cannot hold off 
the match as a nuisance or contrary to public 
decency.”’ 

Resolutions Thanking Mayor. 

The resulution setting forth the veterans’ 
attitude on the subject of desecration of their 
day was as follows: 

“ Whereas, The Hon. Fred A. Busse, mayor 
of-the city of Chicago, has issued an order 
refusing to give «@ license to the New Em- 
pire Athletic club to give an exhibition and 
wrestling match in the White Sox ball park 
in this city on Monday, May 80, 1910, setting 
forth his objection in the following words: 

“*My reason for refusal is that May 30 is 
known as Memorial day, and in my judgment 
it. is not at or proper that exhibitions of 
this character be permitted on a day solemn- 
ly set apart in remembrance of our soldier

After raiging considerable money by lot- 
teries Sister Can@ide, the police say, began 
borrowing vast quantities of jewelry, osten- 
sibly to sell on commission. The jewelers 
finally became suspicious and brought suit 
against her. 

Much jewelry has been found in the pawn- 
shops of Paris afid”London, and today an 
associate of the women, Dr. Leon Petit, 
hanged himself. He left a note saying he 
colld not face the exposure and charging 
Sister Candide with the responsibility. 

$3,000,000 Is Involved. 

The suicide of Dr. Petit and the arrest of 
Sister Candide have caused stupefaction 
throughout France. A general cry was 
raised when it was discovered that $3,000,000 
given by the public for the care of consump- 

tive children had-gone allegedly to pay for.

paid for, but had been pawned in London, 

Sister Candide will undergo the anthropo- 
metrical examination tomorrow. She re- 
mains mute, and is seemingly indifferent to 
her fate.

Then came King George, leading the queen 
mother by the hand. She, with pale but. 
strangely composed face and simple flowing 
black costume, throughout was the central 
figure of this great historic picture. Her pale 
face she turned now to this and bow to that 
side with a-slight, gracious, but, as it seemed, 
unseeing bow. The standing congregation, 
ranged vis-a-vis along the chapel, bowed 
in return. There was something almost, un- 
canny in this sad exchange of courtesy. It 
seemed a farewell rather than a greeting. 

The altar was decked simply with two 
white vases containing white lilies. Behind 
it a dim confused mass of white and scariet, 
stood the choir. On either side was @ group 
of military, naval officers, and garter offi- 
cials. Before it were archbighops and bish- 
ops. In front of them-stood the plain purpie 
covered catafalque three or four feet high. 
On this lay the coffin panel with regalia. At 
the head of the coffin was a purple velvet prie- 
@ieu, beside which the queen mother took 
her stand. On her left stood the kaiser, look- 
ing stern, old, and gray faced. 


Royalty Fills Choir and Nave. 


King George stood a little behind her on the 
right. Before him, on the queen mother's 
right, was the dowager empres# of a. 
Behind, five abreast but not ranged with 
any precision, stood the rest of the company 
of kings and princes, behind whom stood 
other special envoys and their suites, with 
officers representing every foreign regiment 
of which King Edward was honorary colonel. 
They completely filled the choir and nave and 
the chapel blazed with color_in which the 
black costumes of the women were lost. 

From. the moment the archbishops met the 
coffin at

RICHARD | PRICE MORGAN DEAD; 
WAS ASSOCIATE OF LINCOLN. 


Consulting Engineer, Who Helped En- 
tertain King Edward at Dwight, Suc- 
cumbs in Hahnemann Hospital. 


Richard Price Morgan, 8&2 years old, who 
has been widely known as a consulting civil 
enginéer and who was a friend of Abraham 
Lincoln, died yesterday morning at Hahne- 
mann hospital, wheré he had been brought 
frém his home in Dwight following an attack 
of srippe last week. 

For more than sixty years Col. Morgan 
had been active in the public affairs of 
the state, and was & member of the first 
railroad and warehouse commission of Iiil- 
nois. Mr. Morgan was a delegate to the De- 
catur convention where the name of Abra- 
ham Lincoln first was mentioned for the 
presidency, and during the construction of 
the Chicago and Alton railroad he 97% Mr. 
Lincoln were associated. 

When the late King Edward VIL., thes the 

prince of Wales, visited this country in 
1860 the royal party was entertained by Mr. 
Morgan and Joseph Clinton Spencer at 
Dwight. 
_ Mr. Morgan was the first chief engineer of 
the rapid transit commission of New York 
city, and he designed a system of elevated 
railroada for New York. 

Surviving Mr. Morgan are two sons, Ed- 
ward R. Morgan of Bloomington and Dwight 
C. Morgan of Kittanning, P#? The funeral 
services will be held at Dwight tomorrow 
afternoon.

That 
Dr. Cook attempted to publish this work un- 
der his own name is charged by Charles H. 
Townsend, director of the New York aqua- 
rium and a member of the Explorers’ and the 
Arctic clubs, from which Dr. Cook was ex- 
pelled after the exposure of *it Mount Mc- 
Kinley claims and the refusal of Copenhagen 
university to accept his north pole “ proofs.”

All of it is what 
we_would call poor land; most of it, even in 
New England, would be called poor land. Yet 
the density of population in all, Sicily, espe- 
clally in certain parts, is remarkable. But you 
rarely get the impression of a dense popula- 
tion. This is because stretches of five, ten, fif- 
teen miles without a house intervene between 
towns which seem small but which are really 
compact cities with thousands of inhabitants. 
The density per square mile of this north 
coast ig 800. The density of the district about 
Palermo is 2,500. In the region about Etna, 
which for thousands of years has been sub- 
jected to destructive agencies, is nearly a thou- 
sand. Even in the interior it is 250 a square 
mile. In spite of the fact that agriculture is 
the chief industry of Sicily, it< popul&tion is 
more urban’than in the manufacturing districts 
of Kurope. 


Cause of Cattle Stealing. 


The influence of this crowding into towns is 
widespread. Aceording to Colajanni, an Italian 
criminologist and a member of parliament ‘from 
Castrogiovanni, the absence of a rural popula- 
tion is responsible for cattle stealing. I 
Heve that this tendency to live in towns is due 
to the Inability. of the Siciitan to live unmolest- 
ed in the country, ‘Colajanni. has made extend- 
ed studies of Sicilian society. He recently (le- 
clared that the vital protiiem of agriculture is 
the cattle thief. Our interest is neither in 
eattle thieves nor in Sicilian agriculture, “but 


the phenomenon here presented is so Ye worthy 


bound up with Sicilian culture that it is wo 
of our notice. | 

Colajanni says that if the crime of cattle . 
stealing is not stopped there can be no hope of 


hy 


a reawakening of Sicilian agriculture. .He cites’ 


the fact that in France there are $82. head of 
cattle to every. thousand people; in Italy . there 
are only 164. The department of Sicily stands 
lowest. To the lack of cattle as beasts of bur- 
den and as food at a reasonable price for ‘the 
azriculturist he ascribes the present mone: 
able condition of the country. 

Attempts to punish cattle thieves are re- 
warded by the kidnaping of the farmer himself, 
burning his haystacks, or destroying hie house. 
This member of parliament and champion of 
progress has been praised for the stand he has 
taken in the matter, but he has been attacked 


because he has not had transferred the prefect 


of his peevines, Caltanisetta. 


Peculiar Logic of Sici ity | 
Two anonymous letter writers have even = 
gued that Colajanni is an indirect cause of | 
tle thieving, that men steal cattle in his dis 
to punish him for his activity in trying re:

But the condition would 
remain and crime would be.resumed after the 
effects. of the “morphine” had worn away. 
The real malady is always smoldering. 

Cattle stealing, like other forms of lawless- 
ness, prevails in Sicily. because the general 
character of the people in all ranks of society 
is such as to produce crime. Better roads 
and houses on the farms occupied by. their 
tenants would improye conditions. Colajanni 
paints out*that even ‘education is worth little 
and has not yet borne fruit. 

‘The extent of trimes.of this nature may be 
learned from ‘the fact that a Palermo paper 
the other day described the searching of the 
estate and the arrest of the administrator of 
a marquis in the province of Trapani. It is 
not intimated that the marquis was suspected 
of cattle stealing, but the fact that his estate 
was searched is suggesive. 


Protecting a Pickpocket. 

A few days ago I spoke of a letter, written 
by our consul and printed by one.of the Paler- 
mo newspapers, concerning the theft of ah 
Amertcan girl’s purse in this city. The Amert- 


fans have left town without the pocketbook.

In an article filled with 
the fi.est sarcasm it reviles the Americans 
and our consul for giving such publicity to 
the petty aitairs “of an enterprising pickpock- 
et.”. Why should Americans expect immunity 
from pickpockets or robbers? De they think 
that all Palermo should have started off on its 
heels to rescué a miserable purse?

him before leaving aly. 

Her husband, King Louis, was easy going, 
apathetic, never having entirely recovered 
from the effects of apattempt made to poison 
him some months prior te hig accession, and 
was content to leave the reinsof mantener! 
almost wholly in herhbands. Quite as mas- 
terful and imperious in her way as her father, 
the “ Re Galant "Uome”’ of italy, she ruled 
Portugal with a high hand, brooking no oppo- 
sition, and even after her sgon’a, the late Don 
Carlos’, accession, Managed to retain much 
of her influence, especially that of a social 
character. 

Whether she used this power wisely or 
not is a matter on which great diversity of 
opinion exists, and there aremany whoineist 
that the economic difficulties which are at 
the root of all the trouble in Portugal are 
largely owing to her.
